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Trust to reopen unit

THE Bungalow in Honiton is set to reopen. 

The specialist dementia unit has been closed since July 
this year and the news that many people wanted to hear 
was revealed on Friday, following a meeting between the 
Devon Partnership NHS Trust and Honiton town 
councillors. 

Plans have been agreed, in principle, by the trust for 
major investment in its hospital wards for people with 
mental health needs. This will include the reopening of 
The Bungalow “to play a full part in the transition towards 
a new model of care over the next few years”. 

Speaking to this newspaper Dr David Somerfield, The 
NHS Trust’s medical director, said: “This investment 
marks the first step in the process of improving services 
for older people with mental health needs. 

“We recognise that many of our services for older people 
have not kept pace with those for younger adults. The 
hospital wards in which we care for older people are 
generally less modem and provide lower standards of 
privacy and dignity. 

“Above all else, we are very clear that we have to 
significantly increase the range and depth of community 
services and further reduce the level of dependency on 
hospital beds. We have a rapidly expanding population of 
older people with an ever increasing level of need for 
services. 

“We have put plans in place to meet the needs of this 
growing number of people — and do it within the limited 
resources at our diposal. We know we can’t achieve this by 
leaving things as they are. We won’t be able to provide 
care for all the people who need it, and we won’t be able 
to provide the right type of care either. 

“By this I mean proper early intervention and care 
planning for people with dementia, robust crisis and home 
treatment services when people need them and high 
quality support for carers. Over the coming months, we 
will be talking to our health and social care partners and 
local communities across the county about how we can 
best deliver all of these services.” 

However, some councillors believe the situation is still 
not clear and have blasted the trust for temporarily 
suspending the service in the first place. 

Honiton town councillor Alf Boom said: “We are not 
very happy at all, the people of Honiton deserve better. It 
should never have got to the stage where The Bungalow is 
reopening, it should have stayed open. 

“People are suffering. The big worry is hospital beds are 
being closed as well and that means anybody who needs 
local help can’t go to a local hospital. But perhaps the 
biggest tragedy is that when something like this happens 
the staff at the hospitals haven’t been specially trained to 
deal with difficult patients.” 

It is hoped The Bungalow will be fully operational by 
next spring.

Residents grill council 
over express store plan

HUNDREDS of disgruntled 
Ottery St Mary residents were 
present at a special planning 
meeting to discuss the proposed 
Tesco for the town on Friday, 
October 30th. 

Tesco is planning to build an 
express store at the entrance of Ottery 
on the former Cutler Hammer factory 
site. 

There has been widespread 
objection to the plan from some 
groups, including Sustainable Ottery, 
who believe that a Tesco could lead to 
shop closures in the town centre and 
the loss of jobs. 

To give residents a chance to have 


their say about the development a 
special meeting took place at The 
Institute, Yonder Street, organised by 
the town council. 

Almost 20 people took the 
opportunity to grill councillors over 
the proposal. 

Many concerns focused on the loss 
of town centre trade, traffic 
congestion and the loss of local jobs. 

Speaking in his capacity as district 
councillor for the town Roger Giles 
said: “A key factor to consider is the 
effect that approval would have on the 
existing shopping community in 
Ottery. But also in the surrounding 
communities such as Alfington, 
Tipton and West Hill where there is 
just the one shop and where the loss 
of that shop would be disastrous for 
that community. 


“We are very lucky in Ottery in that 
many of our shops and businesses are 
family owned. The income from 
those shops is recycled within our 
local economy and local produce is 
sold in those shops. 

“I am aware that the application is 
outline. However, I believe that the 
design (of the supermarket) is totally 
unacceptable in this location on this 
important site adjacent to the 
conservation area. 

“A supermarket building much 
more in keeping with its surrounding 
is essential before approval can be 
contemplated.” 

Ottery town councillor Claire 
Wright has blasted the application 
submitted by Tesco. 

She said: “I am worried about the 
effect an edge-of-town Tesco store in 


Ottery would have on small shops in 
surrounding villages. They could 
close and vulnerable people without 
transport will be most affected if this 
happens. 

“It is no wonder that people are 
cynical about supermarkets’ claims. I 
want Tesco to properly explain how 
their store would help the town’s 
businesses. Local people deserve 
straight answers.” 

Following the meeting Ottery Town 
Council has resolved not to support 
the application.

Town surgery offers swine flu jab to the vulnerable 


HONITON Surgery, Marlpits Lane, 
Honiton, is now offering the swine flu jab to 
the most vulnerable people. 

The surgery has stocked up on the Tamiflu 
vaccine and is ready to help those at risk. 

A spokesman for the surgery said: “All patients 
registered at the surgery aged between six months 
and up to their 65th birthday in at risk groups (at 


risk groups are those that have chronic respiratory 
disease, heart disease, kidney disease, liver 
disease, stroke or diabetes), all pregnant women 
and finally those who are immuno-compromised 
and their household contacts. 

“Immuno-compromised patients are those that 
are undergoing chemotherapy, those that take 
more than 20mg of steroids a day, HIV positive 


patients, and those patients without a spleen or a 
dysfunctioning spleen. Those patients over 65 in 
at risk groups are not being invited yet in 
accordance with the Department of Health advice 
as they will have some resistance from previous 
infections. Patients outside of these at risk groups 
should not book appointments as they will not be 
so severely affected.”

Blaze rips through the 
heart of an old station

REMEMBER, remember the 6th 
of November — that was the day 
a huge blaze ripped through the 
heart of Ottery St Mary’s old fire 
station. 

The fire started just after 6am and 
fire crews from Ottery, Honiton and 
Exmouth were on the scene within 
minutes. 

Residents in the area said they were 
lucky to be alive following the 
inferno. 

Buildings near to the property in 
Batts Lane were evacuated and the 
cause of the fire was still being 
investigated as this newspaper went 
to press on Monday afternoon. 

Several properties that are next to 
the old fire station suffered minor 
damage. 

Engineers from Western Power 
were called out to isolate the 


electricity and a buildings inspector 
from East Devon District Council is 
assessing the stability of the iconic 
structure — the gable end of the 
property and the roof has collapsed. 

A number of road closures were set 
up by the Highways Agency to keep 
vehicles and pedestrians away from 
the area. 

One woman was treated for the 
effects of smoke inhalation. However, 
no other reports of any other injuries 
have been recorded. 

A spokesman for the fire service 
said: “The building was well alight 
when the first appliance from Ottery 
arrived. 

“The building was dangerous, we 
fought the fire from the outside. No 
firefighters entered the building. 

“The fire was contained and 
prevented from spreading, although 
there was some minor damage to the 
King’s Arms pub next door.”

Witnesses sought to tragic road accident 


AVON and Somerset 
Constabulary is seeking 
witnesses to an accident in which 
an Axminster resident sadly 
died. 

Emergency services were called to 
the A30 at Roundham, near 


Crewkerne, at about 9.40am on 
November 4 th. 

A police spokesperson said: “Three 
occupants were in the car at the time. 
A 36-year-old woman was 
pronounced dead at the scene. The 
other two occupants received minor 


injuries. 

“Fire and ambulance also attended 
and the road was closed between 
Roundham and Crewkerne for a short 
time.” 

The fire and rescue service said the 
vehicle was lodged in a precarious 


position and had to be stabilised by 
crews. 

Avon and Somerset Constabulary 
named the victim as 36-year-old 
Teresa Bristow, a mum of five 
children.

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Family survives after stationary 
car is flipped by another vehicle 


DRIVER PLOUGHS INTO PEUGEOT STOPPED AT TRAFFIC LIGHTS

FOUR members of a Feniton family had a lucky 
escape when their car flipped over on the outskirts 
of Exeter after being hit by another car. 

Lucie Welsman, 31, Steve Manvell, 34, and their two 
children aged two years and eight weeks, were travelling 
towards Exeter on Saturday, October 31st. 

Just after 1.30pm they stopped at traffic lights and their 
world was literally turned upside down. 

A car behind them failed to stop and ploughed into their 
Peugeot, which was flipped upside down. 

The accident happened on the A30 under the M5 bridge 
and Lucie has spoken about the ordeal. 

“I didn’t really know what was happening. It was a 
sudden impact, we didn’t see it [the other car] coming in 
the mirror.” 

They didn’t lose consciousness but Lucie and Steve 
suffered cuts and bruises. 

Their children came through unscathed but all four were 
taken to hospital for a check-up. 

When speaking to Pulman’s View three days after the 
accident, Lucie was also recovering from muscular back 
pain. 

She said: “I was put on a spinal board and we were put 
in an ambulance quite quickly.” 

She was full of praise for other motorists and paramedics 
who helped at the scene. 

“We are so thankful, they were brilliant,” she said. 

In addition, she also praised the car seats which 
prevented serious injury. 

The car, however, is expected to be deemed a write-off. 

Police said the vehicles involved were a Lexus, which 
struck the Peugeot from behind.

Flood grant 
applicants to 
be revealed 

A LIST of successful flood 
protection grant applicants is 
expected to be revealed in a week 
or less. 

It was back in June that East Devon 
District Council (EDDC) was 
granted almost £100,000 of 
government flood protection money. 

At the time, A DEFRA 
spokesperson explained: “EDDC will 
receive a grant of £96,900 to protect 
17 homes from flooding using a 
variety of flood boards, airbrick 
covers and non-return valves.” 

When asked how the selection 
process would work, district 
councillor Graham Brown said: “The 
council will now be consulting with 
colleagues at Devon County Council, 
the Environment Agency and in 
towns and parishes to establish the 
area or areas of greatest need. 

“We will then shortlist properties 
that we feel are at greatest risk and 
likely to gain the greatest benefit 
from the flood protection work that 
this money is intended to fund — 
flooring, airbrick covers, non-return 
valves and so on.” 

The consultation work is coming to 
an end and an EDDC spokesperson 
said on November 3rd: “There is still 
some final work to be done on this 
before the list of recipients can be 
announced. 

“We expect this to be complete 
within the next two weeks.”

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FLAMING TAR BARRELS

THE actions of one “mindless yob” 
left a sour taste in the mouths of those 
who attended the annual Tar Barrels 
and bonfire night event in Ottery St 
Mary. 

Rain had failed to dampen the 
spirits of revellers at the event but an 
explosion, caused after someone 
allegedly threw an aerosol canister 
into one of the flaming barrels left 
several people needing hospital 
treatment. 

A spokesman for the police said: 
“Police are currently investigating an 
incident that took place at Tar Barrels 
on Thursday, November 5th. 

“During the night it has emerged 
one man suffered serious facial burns, 
and a second man suffered burns to 
his hand, when one of the barrels 
exploded. 


“Officers are currently investigating 
reports that an aerosol was put into 
one of the barrels, causing the 
explosion. 

“Both men were treated at Bristol’s 
Frenchay Hospital but have now been 
released. 

“Officers believe other spectators 
may have also suffered minor burns 
and are keen for them to come 
forward and speak to the police. It is 
thought some of those injured are not 
from the local area and travelled 
down from Somerset and from further 
afield. 

“The area was obviously very busy 
with spectators throughout the night 
and police would like to hear from 
anyone who witnessed the incident.” 

Anyone with information should 
contact the police on 08452 777444. 

The tradition of carrying flaming 
barrels through the town dates back 
more than 150 years. 


Only people who live in Ottery can 
take part and participants have to 
carry the barrels through the crowds 
before the flames go out. 

Youngsters are first up carrying the 
lightest barrels and as the night 
progresses the barrels get heavier. 
From midnight the heaviest barrels 
are rolled out as the night reaches its 
climax. 

Thousands of people come from all 
over the UK and the world and pack 
into the town. The roads leading in 
and out of Ottery are shut off from 
6pm. 

It is estimated that more than 
20,000 people attend the event each 
year raising thousands of pounds for 
charity. 

A spokesman for Ottery Carnival 
Committee, the organisers of the Tar 
Barrels, said the person responsible 
for the explosion should be brought to 
justice.

isleading and unhelpful’ 
CEO comments a bit rich 


EDITOR — The first thought that 
entered my mind on reading the 
recent letter from Mark Williams, 
CEO of East Devon District Council 
(EDDC), was why this bid to improve 
public relations had been left to so 
late a date in the proceedings. 

My second thought was that it was a 
bit rich to go on to label anybody who 
objected to the Tesco scheme as being 
misleading and unhelpful, and unfair 
to EDDC. 

Surely any animosity towards 
EDDC is more a reflection of the 
cavalier treatment of the local 
community by the latter’s planning 
department rather than any inherent 
negativity by the local people? 

The tag “misleading and unhelpful” 
is in my opinion, and my experience, 
more truthfully applied to the 
planning department than to the 
community at large, and personally, I 
object to the CEO taking this stance. 

One accepts perfectly well that 
there are constraints placed on local 
governments’ freedom of action 
through the principle that only legal 


and/or material considerations can 
contribute to the planning process. 

Legal considerations I can 
understand and are presumably well 
defined. I have more trouble with the 
term ‘material’ which, it seems to me, 
could mean anything you wanted it to 
mean. 

However if this latter term is 
defined as not including the 
communities’ preferences, there is 
little point in Mr Williams adding the 
homily of EDDC acting on “the 
sincere belief in Seaton’s vibrant 
future”, as belief clearly has no 
place in the deliberations. 

There have been a number of 
articles in the national press over 
recent years commenting on Tesco’s 
near monoply of the food retail 
market and also the company’s 
propensity to “land bank”, with the 
effect, if not the aim, of preventing 
rivals from setting up in competition. 

Mr Williams mentions that studies 
show that many people shop outside 
of Seaton: this may be so, I do myself, 
but do these studies always show that 


they go to Tesco, and even if they do, 
could it be because there are no other 
real alternative supermarkets within 
reasonable distance? 

One suspects taking the local area 
they have a theoretical monopoly 
already, so, a different supermarket at 
Seaton would provide a choice for 
people of local towns who do not 
want to always shop at Tesco. 

There is one other aspect of Mr 
Williams’s letter that I do not 
understand and that is the issue of the 
ownership of the land. 

Why did EDDC let Sainsbury’s go 
ahead with its planning application, if 
a pre-requisite of getting approval 
was ownership of the land? 

In this context, one should note the 
curiously worded comment that the 
Sainsbury’s bid was on “land that the 
district council was unable to confirm 
would actually be sold to it”. 

Does this mean an initial offer of 
the land was made to Sainsbury’s? 
However, if on the other hand 
ownership is not a requirement for 
approval, as one could also deduce, 


the fact that Tesco owns its plot is not 
material to the issue. True, false — 
shades of meaning? 

Whatever one would like to say 
about the whole debate, there must 
have been some failure of 
co mm unication by EDDC otherwise 
the people of Seaton would not be so 
upset. If EDDC finds itself tied by 
central government, then let it say so, 
so we may bring pressure to bear on 
our local MR 

Also perhaps a little less effort, and 
money being spent on fighting 
amalgamation with Devon County 
Council and more attention given to 
local affairs might be more helpful 
and less misleading. 

One last thought, in many other 
countries developers have to come up 
with some sort of tangible, not 
notional, community amenity 
investment before being allowed to 
have their way. About time we had 
that here.

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Take care of 
garden birds 


IT’S that time of the year again! Cold winds are 
biting, the temperatures are plummeting and, for 
garden birds, the winter months can be cruel 
unless we make every effort to provide a source of 
food to sustain them. 

The simple fact is that many species of birds 
associated with gardens and hedgerows have now come 
to rely on bird tables and feeders, throughout the year 
and especially in winter, so it is essential that we keep 
them well supplied with a variety of food mixtures. 

What to feed? Today there is a wide range of foods 
available, the varying types attracting different species. 
A staple is millet seed which will draw house sparrows, 
finches, collared doves and dunnocks, while 
greenfinches and the tit species tend to prefer peanuts 
and sunflower seeds. I have also found that peanuts will 
bring in greater spotted woodpeckers and nuthatches. 
You can so buy mixtures containing flaked maize, 
peanut granules and sunflower seeds. 

However, don’t make the mistake of buying cheap 
seed mixtures containing beans, split peas, lentils or 
dried rice as they can only be eaten by birds such as 
pheasants and woodpigeons. Wheat and barley grains 
are also sometimes used to bulk up mixtures and, again, 
these will tend to attract the larger ground feeding birds 
which will, in turn, deter smaller species. 

I have found that nyjer seeds are incredibly popular 
with goldfinches. Tiny, black and containing oil, they 
need a special feeder with small holes and once 
discovered by these lovely finches will prove a constant 
lure. Another top of the menu attraction is sunflower 
seeds. Choose the black as opposed to striped ones, as 
they have much higher oil content and will be taken by 
a variety of species. Peanuts are a staple attraction and 
when crushed attract robins, wrens and dunnocks which 
feed on the ground. Be aware, though, that these birds 
are then vulnerable to predation by cats. 

Incidentally, if like me you are under siege from 
sparrowhawks then make sure that your feeders and 
bird table are adjacent to some form of cover, such as a 
dense bush into which small birds can dive for cover if 
a hawk makes an attack. 

These hawks are bold and swift and certainly not 
deterred by domestic surroundings, often hunting 
panicked small prey birds into glass windows. 
However, this has sometimes proved their undoing, for 
occasionally a sparrowhawk is discovered dead beneath 
glass, having crashed into it at speed and broken its 
neck. 

Another sustaining winter food is fat balls, but these 
must always be removed from the nylon mesh bags as 
small birds can all too easily become trapped and 
injured in the nylon. Bird cake can be made at home by 
mixing in a bowl melted fat with seeds, nuts, dried cake 
and cheese. Stir it well and then allow the mixture to 
set in small containers or simply put lumps of the cake 
on the bird table. 

A highly popular food is live mealworms, but they are 
very expensive. Occasionally I treat my aviary birds 
with dried mealworms but even they are very costly. 
One can also obtain ant pupae from bird food suppliers, 
a food very popular with insect eaters, such as robins 
and dunnocks. 

What not to feed? Avoid dry biscuits as birds can 
choke on them and never put out dog or cat food as this 
will attract squirrels, magpies, jackdaws and gulls, all 
of which will see off small birds. Grey squirrels can be 
a menace. Agile, determined and aggressive, they can 
readily climb bird tables and reach feeders unless they 
are protected by deterrent bars or cages. 

Now is the time to plan ahead for winter feeding and 
to make sure that “your” birds come through the cold 
months ready to breed next spring.

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It’s a pity CEO’s clarification 
was such patronising claptrap 


EDITOR — I am sure we are all 
gratified to see that EDDC have 
finally noticed that there is a body of 
opinion against them in Seaton and 
Chief Executive Mark Williams has 
condescended to “clarify” the Tesco 
planning issues. Pity it was so much 
patronising claptrap. 

First of all he mentions a demand 
for the old holiday park site to be 
cleaned up. I think it was the derelict 
land that was meant, Mr Williams, not 
the existing holiday camp area which 
Tesco has now demolished and 
converted into an eyesore for the 
foreseeable future. 

Then he tells us that the Sainsbury’s 
proposal was on council-owned land 
which would have to have been 
placed on the open market with the 
danger that a rival may have beaten 
Sainsbury’s to it. Fair enough if that’s 
the law, but perhaps he would like to 
explain why the same does not apply 
to the TIC, youth centre and public 
toilets area which is apparently being 


made available to Tesco? Whilst we 
are on that subject, why is so much 
space needed? I could understand 
removing the TIC or the youth centre 
but why both? Won’t the tram station 
be in the way? My understanding is 
that this is to provide an approach to 
Tesco, perhaps I’m missing 
something but couldn’t the TIC and 
the toilets stay in place and still allow 
an approach to Tesco? 

Mr Williams states: “Sheer force of 
numbers expressing a preference for a 
particular supermarket operator, 
although interesting, are unable to 
sway the proper legal application of 
planning law and policy.” 

Now that is interesting, planning 
law perhaps but surely policy should 
include provision to ensure that there 
is an element of competition within 
the area. If it doesn’t then it should. 
Most people were not expressing a 
preference for Sainsbury’s because 
they had a particular loyalty to that 
store but because of the fact, which is 


obvious to all, that there are already 
more than enough Tesco stores in the 
vicinity. 

The planning meeting seems to have 
been held on the basis of Tesco vs 
Sainsbury’s or rather south site vs 
north site. This seems to me to have 
led to a fundamentally flawed 
conclusion that, at the end of the day, 
there had to be a winner and a loser. 
EDDC may have been correct to have 
declined the Sainsbury’s application 
but that does not inevitably lead to the 
conclusion that the Tesco plan should 
have been approved. There were 
enough major issues, mainly 
environmental, which did not seem to 
have been properly addressed to have 
declined the Tesco application. 

To all those who believe that Tesco 
will provide affordable housing, this 
is absolute nonsense. Tesco has said it 
will make land available to someone 
else for the development of affordable 
housing. Hardly the same thing. 
Considering the costs of raising the 


ground level, it seems obvious that 
affordable housing would be 
completely out of the question, as 
indeed would any development on 
that land during the current economic 
situation. I note that Tesco is saying 
that it now plans to bring in 25 per 
cent of the necessary spoil to raise the 
land by road, the rest via its 
questionable pipeline scheme. How 
cynical does one have to be to 
conjecture that the 25 per cent may 
just be enough for its store? The 75 
per cent? Probably won’t happen. 

So Mr Williams and EDDC have the 
best interests of Seaton at heart, yet 
they saddle us with a store we do not 
want and a demolition site which will 
probably remain an eyesore for a long 
time to come. I’m sure we are all glad 
that they are planning for a “vibrant 
future” for Seaton. Just think what we 
might have got if they hadn’t been.

The council’s planners do not know best 


EDITOR — In seeking to excuse the 
treatment of Seaton at the hands of 
EDDC, chief executive Mark 
Williams reveals a common attitude 
of people in positions of power. 

His letter essentially assumes that 
Seaton residents are too stupid to 
understand what is good for them, 
and need a benign dictatorship like 
the council to do their thinking. 

He implies that his planners know 
best. Well they don’t. There are 
many perfectly valid reasons to reject 
the Tesco scheme. 

Local people are perfectly able to 
decide whether an aircraft-hangar 


sized Tesco plus car park will be an 
aesthetic improvement upon the 
currently empty site. 

They can see that a massive store 
will close many of the shops and 
cafes that remain in Seaton’s Town 
Centre; something the council’s own 
consultants also pointed out. They 
think it obvious that tourists don’t 
visit towns with no facilities who put 
a supermarket on their remaining 
space. 

They are sceptical whether 
affordable housing will be built on the 
remainder of the site, and frankly 
disbelieving that any tourist or leisure 


provision might. They can see that the 
process of getting hundreds of 
thousands of tonnes of fill into the 
site will make large parts of the Axe 
Valley pretty horrible for many 
months if not years, never mind about 
the risk to body and property, along 
the route. 

They also know that Tesco has a 
monopoly in east Devon, and it is in 
their interests to see that monopoly 
broken. Opposition is not based on 
some irrational hatred of Tesco. 

The fact is the council’s planners 
have supported the scheme they 
wanted all along, and never mind 


about poor old Seaton. There is still 
the opportunity to use that site in a 
way which will allow much needed 
facilities to be built, and housing too 
if there is a land swap, but most local 
people are aware EDDC will be 
hindering rather than helping that 
process. 

If there is any shred of interest in 
Seaton at the Knowle perhaps they 
can start by preventing the permanent 
loss of the youth centre on the site.

Failing to see the plan point

for a monstrous warehouse, and Tesco 
had the foresight and care for the 
community which the Sainsbury’s 
plan displayed, people would still 
have gone for the imaginative plan 
beside The Underfleet. 

This plan, irrespective of the 
supermarket chain, met all the 
criteria. It fronted The Underfleet (as 
required by EDDC in its design plan), 
it included a beautifully designed 
visitor centre, gave prominence to the 
Sustrans terminus, a tramway station 
to be proud of, and sufficient 
landscaping to enhance the skatepark 
and children’s play area. All this 
without losing any parking spaces! 

We are told that had the Sainsbury’s 
plan been accepted the site would 
have had to be put out to public tender 
and they might not have been the 
highest bidder. Is it not the case that 
once full planning consent has been 
granted it must be carried through 
exactly as stated? Therefore, another 
supermarket chain would still have 
been bound to include the visitor 
centre, cycle hub, tramway station, 
skatepark and children’s play area, in 


accordance with the plan as accepted, 
so don’t try to fob us off with “Tesco 
was the only possible solution”. 

What Mr Williams does tell us, 
however, is that there is still a long 
way to go as a further planning 
application must be put forward 
regarding raising the site levels and 
that “if this site can be developed it 
will inlock other developments” such 
as the visitor centre. 

The future of Seaton is therefore 
dependant upon the building of this 
monstrosity before any further 
development can take place, so we 
will not have our visitor centre by 
2012 when Weymouth (not a million 
miles away) hosts the marine part of 
the Olympics. In the meantime, not 
only have we lost our swimming pool 
and holiday park, EDDC is wishing to 
prematurely demolish our TIC and 
public toilets in addition to the youth 
centre which they have allowed to 
deteriorate. Is there any other town 
which has been so mistreated by its 
district council? 

East Devon District Council, both 
officers and members, have been 
bamboozled by the promise of council 
tax revenue from homes which may, 
or may not materialise, to the 
detriment of the people of Seaton. 
May God forgive them.

£25million 
investment 
cycle route 
is proposed

A CYCLE way between Feniton 
and Sidmouth has been proposed 
as part of a £25 million 
investment programme. 

Devon County Council’s cabinet has 
agreed to invest £25 million up to 
2012 as part of a new cycling strategy 
to make the county a premier 
destination for cycling tourism. 

A number of major schemes will be 
funded as part of the project, and it 
has been proposed that a cycle way 
between Feniton and Sidmouth 
should be created. 

The project is at an early stage and 
there were no finer details regarding 
the Feniton facility mentioned in a 
press bulletin issued on November 
5th. 

But a council spokesperson did say: 
“Proposed schemes will provide a 
new route between Sidmouth and 
Feniton, a link from Buckfastleigh to 
Dartington and another into Totnes 


through Littlehempston. 

“Abandoned railway lines, estuary 
routes and off-road routes will be 
used wherever possible to develop the 
cycle network. 

“Devon was ranked the top county 
council in the country on satisfaction 
with cycle routes and local rights of 
way network in the recent National 
Highways and Transport Public 
Satisfaction Survey (NHT Survey). 

“To build on that success, the 
county cycling strategy will be 
developed by the county council to set 
out ambitions for the next 20 years, 
running alongside the Local Transport 
Plan. 

“The strategy will aim to target 
investment in future routes to add to 
the existing 1,000km of dedicated 
cycling routes, improving cycling 
routes to schools, rolling out 
Bikeability cycle training across the 
county, and completing Devon’s 
sections of the National Cycle 
Network to link to all 28 market and 
coastal towns in the county.”

Speaker struck by drama 


THE first meeting of Axminster 
Horticultural Society’s winter 
talks turned out to be a dramatic 
one.

Though the car was badly damaged, 
Miss Mosscrop emerged shaken but 
unhurt and decided to carry on with 
the talk. With an offer of transport 
home by a member of the society and 
her pride and joy, Gypsy, taken off to 
a garage, she gallantly set up the 
equipment she had brought along and 
took members on a pictorial journey 
Trekking in the Transylvanian Alps 
(Romania). 

The holiday had taken place in 2003 
with a company called Exodus. 
Planning to downgrade the physical 
element after several years of 
adventure holidays, she found that on 
receiving the details it was to be quite 
a tough one. The first three days were 
to be excursions returning each day to 
the campsite. One was to Dracula’s 
Castle which looked very pretty, 
having been built for a princess. In 


daylight it looked a very desirable 
residence, night time might have been 
different! Monasteries were in 
abundance with beautifully decorated 
ceilings. As they travelled they came 
across small village monasteries all 
having some gold and much detail in 
their decoration. 

Alpine meadows came next, though 
these had their drawbacks with the 
guide going ahead to speak to the man 
in charge of animals grazing the 
fields. The dogs kept by the farmers 
were trained to kill and they had to 
have permission to go through safely. 
Animals and mstlers are hazards and 
the dogs have to be trained in this 
way. At the camps the trekkers had to 
erect their own tents but food was 
cooked by a couple who also did the 
shopping. The toilet facilities were, of 
course, outdoors and a warning had 
been issued to them all about the 
bears. 

Ann said the first few days were 
spent wondering what every little 
rustle could be but with no sightings 
of bears it was put to the back of their 
minds. As no instructions were issued 
on what to do if one appeared it was 
better not to think about them. All the 
equipment was transported by a rather 
ancient lorry and, when necessary, the 


walkers as well. 

The holiday progressed further into 
the Transylvanian Alps, a landslide 
made for an interesting diversion as 
everyone had to find their own way 
through the tangled trees. Next came a 
steady climb, Ann described it as a 
scramble. It was so steep in places 
that ropes are left so that people can 
pull themselves up. 

The Alps are so popular that people 
travel from all over the world to walk 
them and the signs were so clear that 
wherever you were you could not get 
lost. Each route having a coloured 
square, triangle or arrow. 

The group were heading for what 
they had been told was to be a 
mountain hut and having passed many 
they were not expecting anything too 
luxurious. The views were spectacular 
and the effort made by the group was 
obviously worth it. The mountain hut, 
when reached after several days, 
looked more like a grand hotel 
beautifully built of wood. 

Unfortunately for Ann, her leg 
started to give her pain, getting worse 
over a period of days, so that she had 
to be transported in the lorry with a 
promise of medical help at a place 
where supplies were to be collected. 
This turned out to be a veterinary 


practice. In the next village the doctor 
had gone on holiday. Eventually, help 
was found and as it was feared her leg 
would be badly damaged if she kept 
on it without support she was put in 
plaster for the rest of her holiday and 
journey home. This did not stop her 
from getting the best out of the 
remaining days and by the slides she 
had enjoyed everything right up to the 
end. 

Reaching the end of their holiday 
they arrived in Bucharest and were 
given a choice of things to do. Ann 
chose a village where houses and 
churches had been brought from all 
over the country and erected on site. 

She felt it was somewhere she could 
go by herself and not hold the others 
up. The slides showed it was very 
interesting choice with so many 
beautiful wooden buildings. 

Members enjoyed the evening and 
were extremely grateful for her 
staying and entertaining them under 
the circumstances.

Reminded of town’s long and interesting history 


THIS month’s meeting of the All 
Saints and District Women’s 
Institute was held on Tuesday 
last when members were taken 
on a walk round Axminster.

Two vice 
presidents of the Synod, one lay and 
one clergy have been elected for the 
next three years — Charles Hodgson 
being returned to this post, and the 
Revd Douglas Dettmer from the 
Raddon Team Ministry is newly 
elected for the clergy. Elections to 
other posts and various committees 
follow in the next few weeks. In 2010 
the Diocesan Synod will meet at 
10am in County Hall, Exeter, on 
Saturday, March 27th and Saturday, 
October 9th.

A PROPOSED development in 
Ottery St Mary has been refused. 

Seavalley Properties had hoped to 
build four new houses, eight new 
apartments and offices with parking 
and associated amenities on the 
Marist Convent site in the town. 

The plans caused uproar in Ottery 
with many residents venting their 
anger over the development. Town 
councillors were also against the idea. 

More than 30 letters of objection 
were sent to the planning department 
at East Devon District Council 
(EDDC) and dozens more people 
voiced their opinions during a highly 
charged planning meeting. 

A spokesman for the planning 
department at EDDC said the 
application had been refused because 


of the inappropriate design and the 
lack of provision for recreational 
space and educational infrastructure. 

He said: “The proposal, by virtue of 
the inappropriate design of the 
apartment block, would neither 
complement nor reinforce local 
architectual and townscape 
distinctiveness nor preserve or 
enhance the character, appearance or 
setting of the conservation area, and 
the works would therefore conflict 
with the terms and objectives of 
national and local planning policy 
and guidance. 

“Due to their height and proximity 
they (the proposal) would have an 
overbearing and unacceptable impact 
on the amenity and outlook of 
neighbouring occupiers in Franklea 


Close. The occupation of the 
proposed development would result 
in additional demand in the locality 
for the provision of public 
recreational space and educational 
infrastructure. No mechanism has 
been offered to or agreed with the 
local planning authority that would 
secure the provision of (in the case of 
public recreational space) or an 
appropriate contribution towards the 
provision of such public recreational 
space and education infrastructure. 

“It is not considered that the 
developers case put forward, setting 
out viability issues, is of sufficient 
weight to warrant the setting aside of 
established policies, particularly in 
this case where there are no clearly 
defined community benefits.”

How the Poppy Appeal began 


SOME of the bloodiest fighting of World War One took 
place in the Flanders and Picardy regions of Belgium and 
Northern France. The poppy was the only thing which 
grew in the aftermath of the complete devastation. Mc¬ 
Crae, a doctor serving there with the Canadian Armed 
Forces, deeply inspired and moved by what he saw, wrote 
‘In Flanders’ Fields’. 

The first donations for artificial poppies were given in 
Britain on 11th November 1921, inspired by John Mc¬ 
Crae's 1915 poem. 

Moina Michael, an American War Secretary with the 
YMCA, was moved by McCrae's work to write: And now 
the torch and Poppy red, wear in honour of our dead. She 
bought red poppies and sold them to her friends to raise 
money for Servicemen in need. Her French colleague, 
Madame Guerin, proposed the making of artificial pop¬ 
pies and their sale to help ex-Servicemen and their de¬ 
pendants. 


In Britain, Major George Howson, a young infantry of¬ 
ficer, formed the Disabled Society, to help disabled ex- 
Servicemen and women from World War I. Howson 
suggested to the Legion that members of the Disabled So¬ 
ciety could make poppies and the Poppy Factory was sub¬ 
sequently founded in 1922. 

The original poppy was designed so that workers with 
a disability could easily assemble it and that principle re¬ 
mains today. More than 70% of Poppy Factory employ¬ 
ees have a disability or chronic illness.
